Obstructions On the Track. 

Troy, N. Y., September 26.—Last night an

As the first 
section turned a curve at North Pownal, at 
8:30; Engineer Charles N. Pilling in the dim 
moonligh; saw an obstruction on the track 
about three train lengths ahead.

He 
applicd the ait brakes, stopping the train with 
a jerk, but not unti] the engine had struck the 
obstacle.

The trains were detained 
about twenty minwtes until the track was 
cleared. Officers of the read believe that 
there was some person at the place of thie 
attempt who has been plotting the disaster for 
several months.

amount of bonds purchased by the treasury de-

THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF MAN 


Should Net be Bartered so as to Invite 


lurther Eperoachment Upon 


Popular Rights. 


Houston, Texas, September 26.—An open 
letter from Jefferson Davis to Senator Reagan 
on the prohibition issue has been made public 
here. Mr. Davis begins by scoring the sena- 
tor sharply fer the construction which he put 
on the Davis-Lubbock correspondence. He 
Says: 

‘I certainly have no-claim on the people of Texas, 
but freet¥ acknowledge my indebtedness to them, 
and, having for many years felt a deep interest ‘In 
their affairs, I might reasonably have supposed 
that I had an equal right to express an opinion 
upon them as that accorded to a Georgia negro. who 
was imported by your party to influence the voters 
of jiis color, and who, it was reported, had ‘beer at 
one or two public meetings introduced by you to 
the ladies and gentlemen of Texas. This is to be 


viewed in connection with the _ alle 
gation that the while democrats 
been defeated by. the Mexicans and 


negroes who voted against prohidition. In your 
zeal to support the doctrina of prohfbition you cite 
the law against carrying concealed weapons, but 
here again the answer is potent. The law does: net 
invade the right to keep and bear arms for private 
and publie license, but the abuse of that right by 
such practice as befits the assassin andthe burglar, 
the invader of the rights of others. To carry out your 
theory to its legieal conclusion, as deadly weapons 
may lead to crime, th» sale, importation and manu- 
facture of firearms and cutlery should be prohibited, 
and thus wholly extirpate the vile use which would 
follow abuse by their possessor. 

Among the instances you cite of the abridgem en 
of persenal liberty is the prohibition of the first pa- 
rents to eat the fruit of the tree of life. But the 
facts of the case seem hardly to sustain your theory, 
as the Creator did not destroy the tree, so asto make 
it impossible that our first parents could eat of the 
fruit, but he rather left them as free agents in their 
moral responsibility, with a penalty attached to the 
violation of his command. They bad their own per- 
sonal liberty, and were left to choose between vir- 


tuous odedience and simple vielaiion of the 
law given for their good. ‘They choose to 
offend and suffered the penalty. Do 


laws for the pumishmcni of crime abridge pcrsonal 
liberty, or rather ate they not guardians ofthe nat- 
ural rights, which ina state of society might be 
violated by the evil disposso? It strikes me as a 
misuse of terms to describe the commission of crime 
as the exercise of personal liberty. The natural 
rights of man are those which belong to the social 
condition. That being his ratural state of exist- 
ence, those are termed “inalienable” the exercise $f 
which society has no right to obstruet.

tion doctrine come back to plague you? If aver- 
powered by numbers, what would be the condition 
of the m'nority section? By laws and recent usage 
union soldiers are to be preferred for federal ap- 
poiutments. The proh. bition law and policy would 
involve domiciliary visits. It requires no prophet 
to foresee what would be the condition of our peo- 
ple; what would be the moral decadence resulting 
from the domination of spies, informers and foreign 
officials, May God in his mercy shield us from all 
the consequent evils of such a poliey, which to paint 
would require colors even deeper than those you 
have employed. 

A gratifying resnit of the Texas election, as re- 
ported to me, was that the counties which had 
fayor ed local option did, as a rule, vote against the 
amendment. IJt was gratifying for two reasons. It 
évidenced a just discrimination between local op- 
tion and state prohibition, and showed that it was 
notthe drunkards and traders in whisky who con- 
stitute the opposition to the amendment, The cor- 
nerstone of my political creedis, that allthe just 
powers of government are derived from the consent 


of the governed, but that there are in- 
alienable rights of man which government 
cannot rightfully deprive him. To do £0, 


either by a majority of the people, by mili 
iary coercion, or under the dogma of a divine right, 
is despotism. In this general proposition it is as 
sumed that you will concur, and though we have 
recently been separated by a single question I trust- 
fully look forward to reunion on the broader field 
which lies berend. In conclusion permit me to ex- 
press the hope that it will give you less pain to road 
this letter than the necessity for writingit has given 
to me and to assure you that}! remain ever faithfully

FRENCH SPORTSMEN SHOT TO DEATH. 


For Venturing Toe Near German Territory— 
Talk About the Affair in Berlin 
and Varis, Etc. 


Paris, September 2.~-The following details 
have been received concerning a shooting in- 
cident on the Franco-German frontier near 
Raon, Surplaine: Satarday morning a party of 
five sportsmen and four beaters were following

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SAVING THE GOLD. 
Electricity to be Applied to the 
Separation of Gold. 


HOW THE “LOST GOLD” IS SAVED. 


Mr, Sperry Intiedaces a Curious Machine 
Which Will Work Wonders 
in the Mines. 


proper amalgamation. 
variously estimated at from a fourth to a half 
of the ecutire contents, and in some cases not 
more than oné-tenth of the: gold is saved. 
Whether this is true of all sections of the coun- 


try, is not‘known, bat that it is characteristic | 


of Georgia mining is settled beyond the perad- 
venture of adoubt. The main reason why this 
is true here is, that for the most part gold com- 
tained in the ore is exceedingly fine, and in 
many instances is so fine as to be denominated 
“flour gold.” : 
The universal mode of amalgamation of gold 
is by what is known .as the copper-plate sy 
tem, which consisis of copper-plate amalga- 
mated with quicksilver and placed at the dis- 
charge of the stamp mill over which the ore 
that is stamped or ground is flowed by mreans 
of water. The particles of gold having suf- 
ficient’ specific gravity come in contact with 
the amalgamated copper-plate and adhere 
to it, whilst the sand and water 
sass over it. The finer particles of gold are 
eld in suspension with the muddy water and 
by the force of the water are carried over the 
plate without coming in contact with, i, and 
are therefore lost. Thus it will be seen that 
in the copper-plate system one is wholly de- 
pendent on the specifie gravity of the go d to 
reach the place. It is therefore evident that a 
very smal particie of gold, the specific gravity 


| of which is much less than that of a grain of 


sand, has small chances of ever reachin the 
copper-plate and is consequently lost. Io ar- 
rest this fine gold is a problem which has ¢n- 
grosséd the attention of scientific, as well as 
practical mining mon, for many years, but 
there seems to have been little or ne progress 
made. 

Various attempts, both in England and the 
United States; have been made te apply ‘elec- 
tricity as an agent to accomplish this end with 
more or less success. 

It is well known among electricians who 
have experimented inthis direction, that if 
the proper conditions be obtained, this fine 
gold can be thrown down from the muddy 


water and pulp and be brought 
in contact. with the — copper-plate 
or a body of quicksilver; but 


there has been a difficulty to obtain practical 
mechanical appliances through which these 
electoral conditions could be utilized. 


For the past two weeks there has been a | 
gentleman here who bas had much experience 


in gold mining and especiallyjin that branch of 
gold inining Known as amaiganation, The 
name of this gentleman is J. A. Sperry. He 
is extensively traveled, having visited all or 
nearly all of the gold mining sections of tlic 
new world. His special business here bas 
been the giving of a practical demonstration 
of an appliance of the character aboye de- 
scribed. e has placed his machine at the 
Hand mill and has thoroughly tested the. efti- 
ciency of the machine and the feasibility of 
working it in this country. The machine, if 
it may be so styled, has no mechanically mov- 
ing parts. The ground ore and water pass 
into the top of the machine and down through 
a series of pans, like drawers, each in its turn 
dividing the ground ore and water into 


| streams, and these streams in their descent 
| falling upon a body of mercury, insuring 


certain and forcible contact with the 
quicksilver. Each of these six trays or draw- 
ers are provided with carbon plates, insulated 
above the quicksilyer, and per with 
holes which admit of the 
from above to the quicksilver below, without 


for the geheration of the electricity, oue pole 
being attached to the carbon plates and the 
other to the quicksilver, the water and pulp 
acting as the electro-light through which the 
enrrent passes from positive to negative. The 
machine is about eighteen inches square and 
four feet high, and will handle a ton of rock 
per hour with the necessary water. ee 

Mr, Sperry demonstrates that the quicksil- 
ver, while under the influence of the current 
of electricity as applied by him, cannot be 
fouled or “floured,” but is kept in a bright and 
receptive condition, so necessary to successfal 
aumugamation. Thus all losses of quicksilver 
so common in present mode of amalgamation 
is avoided. 

Such is in brief a description of the machine 
and its workings.

For the intelligent negroes are by no 
means satisfied, The first result of the law 
has been to throw a large number of worthy 
colored teachers out of employment. The 
negro children no longer attend the negro 
schools, but flock to the white schools. 
Whereupon the white pupils retire, and the 
result is that the Ohio public school system 
isa farce. 

The rieli people withdraw their children 
and make other provision for their educa- 
tion, while the poor white people and the 
negroes find themselves in a dilemma. 
Measured by Foraker’s mouth, the republi- 
can party of Ohio is a tremendous affair; 
measured by the effect of its law providing 
for mixed schools it is successful in its ef- 
forts to drive capable negro teachers out of 
the schools, and is also successful in its ef- 
forts to cripple the public school system. 
Take it altogether, the Foraker party is en- 
titled to its laurels; but if the negroes of 
Ohio have any intelligence, they will feel 
that, under the guise of ‘‘mixed schools,’’ a 
blow has been struck at their race.

The Cholera Prospect. 

The cholera brought by the ship ‘‘Alesia’’ 
to New York appears to be of a virulent 
type, but, according to Surgeon General 
Hamilton, there isas yet no occasion for 
alarm. He thinks the health officer at New 
York will be able to prevent the spread of 
the disease. 

Dr. Hamilton says that the experience of 
the past will be very valuable in suggesting 
methods to avert the danger of an epidemic 
now. Cholera has never become an epi- 
demic in this country except as the conse- 
quence of the repeated arrivals of infected 
vessels, The disease is not indigenous, and 
our soil and climate are not favorable to its 
propagation. 

Some of the few cholera epidemics we 
have hadin this country could have been 
averted by proper precautions. The gov- 
ernment now exercises more authority in 
such matters and has a much more complete 
health service than it formerly had. We 
were never so well prepared for the arrival 
‘of cholera-infected ships. 

New York is not excited over the ‘Ale 
sia’’ and its score of cholera cases, and 
there is now little fear of a spread of the 
disease, 

Dr. Hamilton makes a good point when 
he says that all nations should be held to a 
strict account for sending forth emigrants 
from districts which are infected with 
cholera. He thinks it should be construed 
as an act of hostility when one nation neg- 
lects its duty in this respect and allows a 
ship load of disease to leave its shores for 
the ports of another nation. The cholera 
epidemic in South America last year was 
due to such unpardonable negligence,

Hiding the Truth. 

The shrewd and stubborn millionaires 
who control the Pacific railroads, have been 
enabled by the grace of Justice Field, of the 
United States supreme court, to give the 
commission established by the last congress 
no little trouble. It was hoped that this 
commission would obtain such evidence as 
would enable congress to act intelligently 
and with justice to ail parties concerned in 
arranging for a settlement between the goy- 
ernment and those roads which have re- 
ceived government aid. In fact the com- 
mission has been able to accomplish very 
little. | 

Its purpose has been defeated by the 
cunning and obstinacy of the men who 
control these giant corporations. ‘The de- 
cision of Justice Field has protected these 
men from the sort of investigation which 
was contemplated by congress and has en- 
abled them to defy the commission’s ef- 
forts to ascertain their business methods, 
Leland Stanford when he appeared be- 
fore the commission was defiant; (©, P, 
Huntington was vulyer sad insolent. 
Neither woubl tell the whole truth, 


as Stanford and Huntington have done more 
than all other causes combined to arouse 
this prejudice, They are largely responsl- 
ble for it, and if it sometimes makes them 
suffer they have themselves to blame. By 
concealing thetruth as to the management 


of the Pacific railroads they have laid them-. 


selves liable to the worst suspicions, 

In such a case silence is generally ac- 
cepted asa confession of guilt. 

The conduct of these railroad kings hes 
not been calculated as to help their case 
before congress.

Either Innocent or Reckless, 

Parsons, the condemned Chicago anarch 
ist, is so defiant, and so loud in his refusal 
to accept a commutation of his sentence, 
that there is naturally very little sympathy 
wasted upon him. 

Still, there is some reason to believe that 
this glib-tongued crank is not so black as he 
has been painted. He was convicted upon 
the theory of the prosecution that the Hay 
market massacre was the outcome of a con- 
spiracy of which he was one of the leaders, 
and that he was cognizant of the fact that 
dynamite bombs were to be used on that 
occasion. Perhaps this theory cannot be 
made to fit Parsons. The Chicago Lerald 
calls attention to the statement in the rec- 
ord that while Parsons was speaking at the 
Haymarket meeting his two children, a boy 
of seven and a girl of five, were seated only 
a pace or two from the speaker’s stand. 
Even if the anarchist had goife'to’the place 
prepared to plunge intoa bloody melee, 
woulg he have been willing to expose 
his little children to the deadly risks of the 
explosion? Look atit as we may, it is al- 
most impossible to believe that any father 
would have been so inhuman or so reckless 
under such circumstances, 

Parsons is by no means too good for the 
gallows, but the testimony in the case makes 
his criminal responsibility for the Hay- 
inarket slaughter rather doubtful.

It hus been about decided that the president 
will review the torchlight procession from the 
balcony of DeGive’s opera house.

What was Developed by a Number of Wit- 
nesses Veastordayin the Investiga- 
tion of the Convict Lease,

There were a nragaber of witnesses before the 
governor and his constitutional adviser yester- 
day, in the convict lease fuvestigation. 

The majority gave evidence that was at best 
corroborative, but Colone] W. B. Lowe’s testi- 
mony Was valuable and interesting, as it gave 
the inside history of the lease and, in & meas- 
ure, presented facts that were unknown to the 


public. 

The court met at nine o'clock, the same audi- 
ence being present that has all the while at- 
tended, a change, however, appearing in’ the 
list of counsel. In place of Judge Alexander 
S$. Erwin, of Athens, who had been compelled 
to retire bocause of other engagements, there 
appeared ex-United States Senator Pope Bar- 
row, of Athens, and Hon. Henry Jackson, of 
Atlanta, as connse! for Colonel James M. 
Smith, of Oglethorpe county, a lessee. 

Testimony of Guard Turner. 

The first witness for the defense was Peni- 
tentiary Guard Turner, who said he had been 
connected with the penitentiary for eight 
His opinion wasto the effect that the 

eamale couvicts were imore vicions than the 
males. Liistestimony was that there were 
very few jails in the state where prisoners were 
properly cared for in cold weather. Many 
were filthy, with vermin about, and in these 
places convicts frequently contracted the seeds 
ef disease that afterwards manifested itself 
when they were in the camp. 

Witness thought 
CONVICTS PREFERED THE CAMPS TO THE JAIL. 

There were several cases where discharged 
convicts hired themselves to lessees; this was 
especially true at the coal mines. In his opin- 
jon the convicts fared better than average free 
labor. Sometimes they were put to work 
before being examined by physician, Now 
there was a positive rule requiring an examin- 
ation, so that if any disability existed, it would 
be known. A good many bastard children had 
been born, in one case that of Susan Gilbert, 
she was said to have given birth to six. 

The Old Town Camp Once More. 

The next witness was G. H. Williams, who 
had been superintendent at Old Town for the 
past ten.vears. He testitied in regard to the 
eases of Koderick, Peter Jackson and Ben 
Nix. Nix wae in bad health when he came to 
camp, having a wenn! on his head made by 
W. E. Smith. Didn’t know the cause of his 
death. Hovk was the doctor there, and Houk 
and Smith were not on good terms. Trouble 
grew outol Houk being kept from going inio 
women's quarters unless some one was with 
him. This was done because two of the women 
had sworn children to Houk. Had not re- 

sorted it because he was friendly to Houk, and 
Seaidied did uot think it was his busmess. The 
camp was in as good condition as any other 
camp in the state, convicts being well treated 
in every Way. 

J. A. Grubb's Evidence. 

J. A. Grubb, a guard on Géorgia Midland at 
Camp Bingham, was next introduced. He 
testitied as to the whipping by C.C. Bingham. 
Bill Slaughter, one of the convicts, was unruly 
and disobedient. Hada fight with George 
Burnett some time before he was whipped ; 
afterthat he kept getting worse and worse. 
Slaughter had said boastingly that ‘‘no 
damned white man would ever whip him any 
more.”

E. B. Egleston’s Testimony. 

The next witness was E. B. Egleston, who 
was also a guard at Camp Bingham at the 
time of the whipping. He corroborated the 
testimony alreedy preduced in regard to the 
whipping, thought it was necessary in order to 
preserve discipline, and in his opinion was not 
too severe. Narrated the stout stick that 
Slaughter keptin his bunk, and corroborated 
previous testimony as to his threats, 
Whipping Boss’ Report.

W. B. LOWE'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Lowe said he wasone of the original 
essees uuder act of 1876. No. 2 Was 
organized under act itself, and not by reason 
of an order of court. No.2 has an agreement 
among theselves, but no by-laws, and had no 
stock book or transfer book. We agreed to di- 
vide it among 30 many shares. There were 
fonr in the company.

I have never at any time leased contro) of 
the convicts to any one since T have been pres- 
ident.

LOWE AND THE PENITENTIARY OFFICALS. 

Witness said there was never any conflict 
between him and the penitentiary departament 
‘in regard to the treatment of convicts. He 
had requested the officials to inform him Of 
any neglect that might come under their no- 
te while on ihe rounds. He thought the offi- 
@talg would bear witness to that fact. 

_ Witness related what he knew about the 
*YWptoms of scurvy at the ne There were 
several iu the hospital at tLe , some be-

ing there because of sprains; the “swelled | 


legs,’’ were taken by the doctor as an evidence 
of scurvy symptoms. Dr. Foster about one 
week after went out there at my solicitation, 
here the testimony of the witness was sub- 
stantially the same as that given by Dr. Foster 
while in Augusta. The string tied about the 
leg played again here an important part in the 
explanation of one of the swelled legs. 
HOW THE CAMP WAS SUPPLIED, : 

Witness related how thecamp received its 
supplies, and how fresh meat was furnished. 
Vegetables were also furnished to the camp 
three or four tines per week. 

Witness said that Bondurent fhad told 
him thet the eouviets had told him that 
Starnos had been taking hay and oats home 
withhim. Srermnes drove one of the mutes 
home every Saturday night. and took with 
him feed jor the mule. “‘Khoucht this was 
natural. Bondurant told me he was loath to 
believe it. I attached = yer litte im- 

wrtanece to the statement, knowing that 
Duadarant and Stries were not tvery 
friendly. Knew Starnes well; he had 
Leon with me in the war, aud knew he was not 
guilty ef the accusation. 
NOW MATTERS MAD BEEN CONTROLLED, 

Witness said that no maltreatment, no sug- 
gestions had ever been reporied to him that 
had not been corrected and adopted. Had 
always endeavored to get the best men possible 
to take control. It was sometimes dificult to 
get good men, but an honest effort had always 
been made, , 

Witness knew nothing about the charge 
against the Graysville camp, it having been 
broken up.several years ago. If alleged treat- 
ment had happend,witness knew nothing about 
it. The camp was broken up regularly—not as 
a matter of punishment. 

SUNDAY WORK AT CEDARTOWN 

Witness said Sunday work at Cedartown had 
always been that kind of work that was obliged 
to be done, such as keeping the fires going. If 
the fires were to die out, the brick or iron 
would be destroyed. Convicts always were 
glad to do it, as they were paid for it, the same 
as free labor, as they made a little money by 
it. The ofticials had never interfered with it, 
on one occasion the convicts had petitioned to 
be allowed to do it. 

Witness related how a freshet had destroyed 
21,000 heads of cabbage in his garden, and de- 
tailed the circumstances that had happened. 
He had, however, supplied the deficiency by 
buying dried fruit, and other things to take 
the place of that which was destroyed. 

THE CAMP AT GRESSTON, 

Witness said the character of work perform- 
ed by convicts at Gresston was saw milling and 
building tramways for the purpose of getting 
logsin. There was an oflicial order establish- 
ing the camp, and the officials who visited the 
camp never made any Objections to the charac- 
ter of the work performed there. Had had a 
consultation with Governor Colquitt in regard 
tothe work. The governor had concurred 
with me in the interpretation of the act. My 
intention was to carry out the law strictly in 
the matter. 

Witnessrelated what he knew about the 
simple lay and the cook woman. The boy 
Was very young and very stupid. He was 
placed in charge of the cook woman, and 
helped her in drawmg water and carrying 
wood, knew nothing ofthe bastard child of 
Julia Whitfield. Susan Gilbert, who had 
several children, when she came to the camp, 
had one or two more, but witness Knew noth- 
ing positive in regard to it. 

THE CARE TAKEN TO KEEP SEXES APART. 

Witness said every precaution was taken to 
keep the sexes apart, they were worked entire- 

ly alone, and yet it seemed impossible to pre- 
vent innnorality without confining them en- 
tirely in different camps. Witness said every- 
thing that was possibile to be done had been 
done in the matter. 

Witness related how he came to purchase the 
Lockett interest, and why the camp was re- 
moved from Dougherty county to the camp at 
Bolton. 

At this point the witness referred to certain 
orders passed by the governor. 

Mr. Smith objected to tlreseforders and con- 
versations raported by the witness as having 
had with the governor going into the record. 
The orders and petitions were in writing, and 
would speak for themseives. 

Mr. Cox said the order was alread in evi- 
dence, and he would now read the petition ad- 
dressed to Governor McDaniel where No, 2 
reqnested to have iis headquarters made at 
Bolton, and that the conficts at Lockett’s 
cainp be iemoved to Bolton, The order was

C. C. BINGHAM’S REPUTATION, 

Witness ssid that he had never heard any 
charge of inhtiaanity made against ©. ©. 
Bingham vp to the atiairin August. Witness 
said the lessees could not make a whipping 
boss Wliip a convict; witness had never en- 
deavored toimakeaboss whip a convict, nor 
had he hisuself tried to whip one. 

Witness said whipping bosses were instruct- 
ed never to Whip a man upon a report, but al- 
ways toexamine personally and see if the con- 
viet needed it. - The orders to superintendents 
as to furnisins supplies was to follow orders 
strictly. 

LOWE'S CONDTUOT AS A LESSEF. 

Witness was asked to state in general terms 
what he had done for the system. In answer 
he said he abandoned all business when he 

vent into the lessee, that he collected prison 
repor(s froin au over the world, that every sug- 
gestion for reform was made. At first every 
guard was a whipping-boes, and an act was 
introduced to mako it a penitentiary offense 
for any oue other than than a legally appointed 
officer t0 Wilup the men. 

Witness said it wes at lis suggestion that the 
lessens were caused to give discharged convicts 
a suit of ciothes and transportation home. He 
explained his reasons for doing so, 

Witness ssid convicts frequently complained 
of an insuthciency of feed, and it was at his 
Suggestion that the rations were. raised. He 
had also suggested a physician for each camp. 

reason for this wa3 explained at some 
length. 

Tiese reforms were nota part of the law or 
of prison regulation af first. They had been 
the results of individual sugrestion. 

VALUE OF EXPERIENCE IN THE BUSINESS. 

Witness said that experience was every 
thing in handling convicts, that there were 
many things to be studied, that combinations 
had to be made, that other enterprise had to 
he fosterel in order to get work for convicts, 
that the future had to ve lookedinto, and the 
Wigness in the meatier of the Georgia Midland 
rou gave agraphic account of the responsi- 
bilities resting upon the management of con- 
victs. 

Witness described how the convicta were 
giving work to thovsands of hands in Atlanta, 
that they were furnishing the brick for the 
new capitol, the Y. M. C. A. building, the 
Technological school and other enterprises. 
That the organized labor of the convicts gave 
elmploymeutto many men fostered aud en- 
couragedfother enterprises, tended to increase 
the value and develop the worth of property 
in various sections of the state by coustructing 
railroads. 

CROSS EXAMINED BY THE STATE. 

Judge llillyer asked Mr. Lowe if he meant 
to say that the lessees were the only channel 
by which the state would have gotten the ben- 
elit of the convicts? Witness replied that any 
other man who wonid have similarly organized 
them would perhaps have accomplished the 
saine results. 

Judge Hillyer cansed witness to admit that 
every contractor had to do the same thing that 
the witness ceclared the lessees had to do. 
Witness however thought it required a superi- 
or eort of business tact to prepare for the con- 
viets than it did for free labor, as so many 
things necessary for the one were not necessary 
for the other, 

\Vitness eaid he was interested at Augusta, 
et the Atlanta and Hawkinsville road, at Ce- 
dartown, and would bein a few months at 
Graysville.

Colonel Lowe again took the stand and was 
cross-examined by Judge Hillyer.

Wiiness ex- 
plained how the Cedartown work was paid, 
the Cherokee iron works deducting the ex- 
pense from the settlement due him.

What the State Was After. 

Judge Hillyer said what they desired to show 
was the oxistencefof certain papers; then if 
they were not produced, the parties would 
have to bear the inference naturally resulting 
from such refusal. If they were willing to 
produce them why not in response to the 
notice. . : 

Colonel Cox said the witness had said it 
was & personal memorandum. We have never 
been notified to produce anything of the sort. 
There was a ruling had, and the settled line 
adopted was that the counsel would state dis- 
tinctly what they wanted. They told Judge 
Hopkins what he had, but they have never 
asked us, 

Mr. Smith—‘‘We will ask you now. You 
can bring them in the morning.” 

Judge Hopkins—“In ali kindness, the prop- 
osition of the other side has a g deal of 
cheekiness in it. You can not produce a paper 
that may cause the forfeiture of property, and 
it is not law that a presumption of the sort 
stated by the counsel should be given to the 
matter. You have ruled that we cannot be 
forced, that it must be voluntarily.” And the 
judge went on at length to argue the injustice 
of the demand. It was his opinion that the 
minutes would be seen as he intended to in- 
troduce them himself. 

Mr. Smith—‘‘Well, we will not press the 
matter, if the papers are to be produced.’’, 


The Examination Continued. 


Witness said there was not a regular book of 
minutes. He did not know whether the in- 
formal memorandums were kept of every 
meeting. No. 2 has no directors save its stock- 
holders. No dividend has ever been declared. 
Did not think there was any recort of his elec- 
tion as president. Witness said he kept all 
the records of No. 2 and was also the treas- 
urer. 

Witness said value of outfit at Augusta was 
about $10,000, at Cedartown $3,000 or $4,000; 
at Chattahoochee and at Bolton about $250,000 
had been expended. The last was by indi- 
viduals of Nos. 2 and 3. At Cedartown, No. 2 
works for so much per day per head, the iron 
works furnishing barracks. The equipment 
for guards, etc., was borne by No. 2. There is 
no book showing expenses and assets of No. 2 
as @ corporation. No.2 owns no property, 
has no debts other than and distinct from its 
members. lt has contracts at Cedartown and 
Augusta. Witness holding maeny of stock, 
assumed responsibity for all action. 

HOW LOWE’S INTEREST IS HELD. 

Witness said there were some coiitracts 
showing how he held the 874 shares that gave 
him the control of the company. Witness said 
he had one-fourth at the start. Witness was 
asked if the original one-fourth interest did 
not once pass from his control, 

Colonel Cox objected to the question, and

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NORTH EASTERN AGAIN 


What Judge Thomas Says About 
Recent Matters. 


WHY THE M, & C. DOES NOT CALL. 


What the Trne History of the Contract is 
to Which the Richmond and Dan- 
ville is a Party. 


A telegram appeared in Tax ConstiruTION 
yesterday from a correspondent in Athens, in 
which it was asked why does not the Macon 
and Covington road in its hour of trouble call 
upon the Richmond and Danville road to take 
the $97,000 worth of bonds it had obligated it- 
self to take, in consideration of a release from 
the city of Athens to extend the Northeastern 
to Clayton. 

The public will remember that the Macon 
and Covington road originally intended to go 
to Covington, on the Georgia road, andjthence 
to Buford on the Air Line, but was diverted 
from that course by the promise of $150,000 
from Madson and Athens. The Madison peo- 
ple raised $53,000, and there was left $97,000 
for the Athens people to get up. This they 
failed todo, whereupon the Richmond and 
Danville agreed to subscribe the $97,000 for 
the Athens people in consideration of a releasé 
from its contract to extend the Northeastern 
to Clayton. 

The telegram from Athens in yesterday's 
paper seemed to indicate that there was some- 
thing behind all the matter thatthe public did 
not understand, especially as the telegram in- 
dicated that the Athens merchants intended 
to apply the boycott. Judge W. B. Thomas, 
of Athens, who is intimately connected with the 
litigation now going on in which the North- 
eastern road is a party, andin which he also 
is largely interested, has been in the city for 
several days, ande arly last night waa inter- 
viewed in his room at the Kimball house. 

WHAT JUDGE THOMAS SAYS. 

“The whole trouble,” said Judge Thomas, 
‘arises from a misunderstanding of the terms 
of the original contract with the Richmond 
and Danville road and the people of Athens. 
The Richmond and Danville agreed to take 
the $97,000 necessary to completé the $150,000 
by which the Macon and Covington was to be 
diverted to Athens, on condition that it was 
released from the obligation to extend the 
Northeastern to Clayton, but it was 5 ager 
conditioned that the $97,000 was to paid 
only when the Macon and Covington was com- 
pleted to and connected with the Northeastern 
at Athens. As thishas not been done the 
Richmond and Danville is not bound to take 
bonds, and cannot be held liable until the 
Macon and Covington road has been completed 
to and connected with the Northeastern at 
Athens. This very satisfactorily answers the 
— why the Macon and Covington people 

oO not callupon the Richmond and Danville 
road for the $97,000. 

AS TO THE MACON AND COVINGTON, 

Judge Thomas says that there is no doubt as 
to the Macon and Covington’s final completion 
to Athens. The roadis now temporarily em- 
barrassed, but ina short while new bl will 
be infused into its veins and the enterprise will 
be carried to a successful close. 

Asto his own road, the extension of the 
Northeastern to connect with a road leading 
down from Knoxville, he is equally sanguine. 
The work and progress is temporarily stopped 
by an injunction, but the supreme court will 
‘decide that at its next setting when work will 
again be renewed, and the enterprise completed 
in every particular. 

WHY THE NORTHEASTERN WAS GIVEN AWAY. 

In answer to the question why the Richmond 
and Danville gave him the Northeastern road 
from Cornelia to Tallulah Falls, he said that 
that part of the line was a financial sink hole, 
not making enough moncy to] pay its oper- 
ating expenses. That the Richmond and Dan- 
ville were very willing to get rid of it, especial- 
ly to one who in connection with twenty-one 
miles proposed to build a new road that was 
obli tohelp in every way the Richmond 
and Danville. There wasnothing underhand 
or dark at all about the matter, and he could 
not understand the illusions that had been 
made in the telegram to THE CONSTITUTION 
from Athens.

gerous weapon. Believing that he could pre- 
vent further trouble, Mr. Wofford quit his 
work and hurried toward the boys, but before 
he could reach them Lamar started off in a 
run and Andrews followed. Andrews had an 
unsteady gait, and after running about seven- 
sy-nve yards, staggered and fell just as Mr. 
Wofford reached him. He was covered with 
blood, and there was an ugly. gaping wound in 
his left breast. His eyes were almost set, and 
it was evident he was dying. The boy lived 
twenty-five minutes. 

Dr. Robert Westmoreland testified that the 
boy's heart was punctured by the knife blade, 
aud it was little less than miraculous that he 
did not expire immediately. 

The boy’s father was put on the witness 
stand, and he testified that the defendant was 
only eleven years*old. 

The defendant was allowed to make a state- 
ment, and he told how the killing occurred. 
His narrative did not differ with that given 
above. 

Addressing the Jury. 

Colonel Waiter Gregory made the opening 
argument for the prosecution. He held that 
the state had clearly established the corpus 
delicti; that the coil had encircled the boy 
murderer. The evidence was overwhelming. 
It was complete. The lawyer examined all 
the evidence and commented on itas he went 
aiong. He held the closest attention of the 
court and jury while he spoke. 

Mr. Tye followed in behalf of the defendant. 
He held that the state had utterly failed to 
make out its ease, The killing had been 
proved, it was true, but no murder had been 
committed. Lamar certainly did slay An- 
drews, but he slew him tn self-defense. An- 
drews was larger, older and stronger than _ he, 
and when he stabbed him he did it to repel an 
axsault. The defendant was too young tohave 
a proper conception of murder. It would bea 
travesty on justice, on withority, an absurdity, 
convict this boy. 

At the conclusion of Mr.Tye’s argument the 
court adjourned until # o’clock this morning, 
when Solicitor-General Hill will make the 
concluding argument for the state.

A Substitute for the Northoutt Bill Pro 
posed tothe Commitice, 

The senate committee having under consid- 
eration the bill of Senator Northcutt, in refer- 
ence to establishing the lost records of Fulton 
county, called before them yesterday Judge 
W. KR. Hammond, to express his views. As 
part of his remarks, Judge Hammond a. 
gested the form of a bill which he thought 
would cover the subject, The bill, which it 
is believed the committee will report as a spb-. 
stitute for the Northeutt bill, reads as follows: 

Ke it enactad, et:., Toat in ali caves where any’ of 
the public records in any countyin this state have 
been or may hereafter be lost, mutilated, stolen or 
destroved, {t shall be lawful for the eu court of 
the county where such records may belong, to estab- 
lish copies, or substantial copies as near as may be, 
of such records, and when so es ablished sueh 
copics kha lbe, {n ali respects, evidence, just as the 
ori¢inals would have been. 

sec, 2. That it shall be the duty of the ordinary 
to proceed in said court by petition for that pur- 
pose, which may be filed at any time,and heard and 
determined at the first term after, or during which 
the rame mry be tiled, and it shall be the duty of 
the court to give preeadence to said case above all 
other business, and to proceed with the same as 
tp -edily as possible. 

Said petition shal) set forth the fact that 
some portion of said records has been host, muti- 
lated, stolen or destroyed, specifying as near as may 
he the books or parts of books in which they ex- 
isted, ini shall pray for t'e cetablishment of the 
same, aud tue copy or co je 80 esiablished shall, as 
near as may be, specify aid o o m to the original

A DEAD BABY FOUND.

A White Child a Few Hours Old Found Dead 
in a Grove. 


The dead body of an unknown white infant 
was found yesterday morning in a small grove 
near Fortune street, in the extreme eastern 
portion of the city. 

Two negro women, Lizzie Mathews and 
Phebe Latimore, were conversing over a fence 
between their homes on Fortune street early 
yesterday morning. A white woman, neatly 
dressed, walked along the street in an east- 
wardly direction, and as she went by the two 
negro women looked at her. There was 
nothing unusual about the woman except that 
she appeared to be concealing a bundle of some 
kind under a white apron she was wearing. 
Soon after the woman disappeared a negro 
man went by and spoke to the two negro 
women. Ina short time the negro came back 
and informed the two women that he had 
found a dead white baby in the grove. In- 
stantly the two women recalled the white 


woman who had gone by _ with the 
bundle and, talking excitedly, started 
towards the grove. The loud talk 


attracted the attention of others and in a short 
time quite a crowd gathered at the place. Cor- 
oner Haynes was sent for and when he ar- 
rived he found an old coffee sack undcr a tree. 
The foot of a babe was protruding from the 
sack, and when the sack was unrolled a babe 
was exposed. The child was extremely young 
and upon its head was blood. A wound on the 
head showed where the blood came—the wound 
having been made either by a blade or by let- 
ting the child fall upon its head. There 
was no marks upon any of the rags about the 
body by which the identity of the child could 
be trdced, A jury of inquest was organized 
and an inquest was held. A verdict of death 
at the hands of unknown parties was rendered. 
Coronor Haynes took charge of the body and 
had it buried.

An Aged Negro Woman’s Sudden Death from 
Heart Disease. 


Ann McAfee,an aged negro woman, dropped 
dead at her home on Mangum street, between 
Peters and Nelson streets, about noon yester- 
day.

A CONVICT’S SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


Mattera of Note and Moment Collected

Governor Gordon was busy yesterday with 
the convict investigation in the supreme court 
room.

The Governor and His Cabinet.

“KILLED B 


William Henry Bishop Knocked 
oft a Railroad Track, 


A SMALL HOLE THROUGH THE SKULL 


And a Long Gash Leading Toward the 
: Neck Canse His Death--Tho 
Details Wanting.

William Henry Bishop, a young man about 
twenty-one years of age, was killed by a train 
on the Kast Tennessee road near Hamet; a 
station a few miles south of Dallas, some time 
Saturday night. He was found about eight 
o'clock yesterday morning but was not then 
dead. 

Bishop's liome was near Dallas. 

Just how the yeung man was killed is not 
known, and may forever remain asecret. Sun- 
day night there were the usual number of 
trains on the road, but none of them discovered 
that the young man had been hit and no report 
was made. About eight o'clock yesterday 
morning a train moving north passed Hamet 
and pulled out for Dallas. It was the second 
train which had -gone over that section of the 
road after daylight, and the first one had evi- 
dently gone by the man lying beside the track. 
‘As the second train, however, was moving 
along rapidly the engineer threw his head out 
of the cab window to take in the track 
and as he was drawing it in 
again saw & man lying near the 
rord. The man was perfectly motionless, and 
as the engineer looked back at him he thought 
he detected blood. Instantly he called for 
brakes and reversed his engine. The train 
stopped and the engineer returned to the spot 
where he had seen the man. The conductor 
and train hands to whom he had imparted his 
discovery went back with. They found a 
man lying within a few feet of the track. He 
was resting upon his sideand his head and 
face were covered with bleed, while his 
clothing were soiled and torn. The man was 
apparently dead, but when the conductor bent 
over him to see if he knew who he was he 
detected the presence of life. <A faint groan 
issued from the man’s lips as the conducter 
laid a hand wpon him. Then as he was pushed 
over the man opencd his eyes, but instantly 
closed them again. 

“Are you hurt much?” asked the conductor, 
hoping to receive a negative roply. 

‘here WAS no answer except a groan. The 


ries and found a large holein top of the man’s 
head. ‘Then from the hole he found a gash ex- 
tending towards the neck on the left side just 
behind the ear. The bone as well as the skin 
were open, aud those about the man realized 
that he was dangerously hurt, No one knew 
him, but with as much care as possible they all 
aided in placing him on the train. He was 
then taken back to Hamet, where he was made 
easy, and information was sent to the head- 
quarters of the road in this _ city. 
No one appears to know who the injured 
man was and Colonel Barnes ordered the south 
bound passenger train to bring him to Atlanta. 
When the train reached Hamet the man was 
placed in a car and brought to the city. At 
the depot he was met by Dr. Nicolson, the 
surgeon for the road, and taken to the Ivy 
street hospital where his injuries were exam- 
ined and attended. The hole in the top of his 
head was about the size of a silver dollar, and 
from it four pieces of bone were taken. The 
cut down the side was about four inches long 
and extended through the skull. The brain 
was exposed te view and the young man was 
wholly wmconscious as he had been from the 
minute he was discovered. 

When the man reached the city he was seen 
by some East Tennessee employes who recog- 
nized him as William Henry Bishop, who at 
at one time worked for the road. The records 
were then searched atid it was ascertained 
that his home was about five miles from Dallas. 


Information of the man’s injuries and condi- 
tion were sent to Dallas but up to the present 
nothing has been heard from his family. 

Dr. Nicolson was not long in ascertaining 
that Bishop’s condition was critica!. He did 
ali that could be done and Watched him care- 
fully. At one time during the afternov:: Bisliop 
appeared to be improving but towards night 
commenced tosink and about half pasi nine 
o'clock died. Immediately after his death 
Colonel Barnes turned the body over to an un- 
dertaker with instructions to care for it prop- 
erly. Intelligence of the death was then sent 
to Dallas. Bishop was clad as a working man 
and had nothing with him except two or three 
letters which were in his coat pocket. Just 
how the young man met his death cannot be 
told. The road officials know nothing of it 
and as Bishop never spoke nothing can be 
said certainly. It is believed that he sat down 
upon the track and was struck on the head by
